Secretary W a l l a c e Says 


Payments Are Most 
Likely to Decline 


WASHINGTON. - 
</V, _ Secretary 


Wallace announced over the week-end 
the government would pay exporters a 
bounty of one and one-half cents a 
pound on cotton sold abroad under a 
subsidy program designed to regain 
for the United Stales its "fair .share" 
of world markets. An equivalent pay- 
ment will be made on exports of cotton 
goods processed in this country. 


Wallace reserved the right to de- 


crease or increase the rate if such a 
change i.s "regarded essential to the 
success of the program," 


The progra'm will become effective 


jit 12:01 a. in., eastern standard time. 
Thursday, July 27, and payments will 
be made on cotton sold for export on 
or before June 30, 19-10. 


"The purpose of this export pro- 


gram," Walace said, "is to assure the 
United States its fair share of Ihe 
woi-Ul trade in cotton and to do so by 
restroing the normal competitive posi- 
tion of American cotton in world mar- 
kets." 


Exports for the season closing July 


III are expected to total about 3..|ll().()00 
bales, the smallest in CO years. Wal- 
lace did not state what he thought this 
countrys "fair share' should be, but 
assistants said he hoped to.sell between 
6.000,000 and 7,000,000 bales abroad dur- 
ing the next 12 months, 


Payments on Cotton Goods 


The rate of payment on cotton Roods 


exported will range from one cent to 
2.10 cents per pound, net weight, de- 
pending upon the character of the 
goods. 


The cotton export program is the 


.second of its kind inaugurated within 
the past 12 'months by the Agriculture 
Department to increase sales of sur- 
plus American farm products abroad. 
Lust August, the government

payment of bounties on wheat exports. 
Since that time, it has paid a bounty 
averaging 27.4 cents 
abushel on 93.- 


000,000 bushels sold to foreign buyers. 


Officials a tribute the sharp drop in 


cotton exports in recent years in part 
to the governmental policy of making 
loans to growers at rates above world 
prices. As a result, American cotton 
ha.s tended to flow into loan .stocks, 
now totaling about 11,300,000 bales, in- 
stead of into export markets. 


Offset Price Disparities 


Wallace .said the bounty payment 


should "offset existing price dispari- 
lies' and maintain American cotton in 
a competitive position throughout the 
season.

LONDON, Ene-M1)—Confronted with 


Opposition suggestions that he is try- 
ing to buy peace with Germany, Prime 
Minister Chamberlain declared in the 
Hou.se of Commons Monday that "there 
is no proposal .for a German loan" now 
under consideration. 


Questioned about reports that R. S. 


Hudson. British .secretary for overseas 
trade, and Dr. Helmuth Wohllhat, Ger- 
man trade expert, had discussed a 
scheme to lend Germany 5 billion 
dollars, Chamberlain said: 


"Tlie cabinet knew nothing about 


these conversations, nor did any other 
minister than the minister concerned." 


Great Britain announced Monday her 


recognition that Japan ha.s "special re- 
quirements" for "maintaining public 
order" in certain parts of China, but 
denied that this constituted do facto 
recognition of Japanese sovereignty 
over any Chinese territory. 


Announcing the basis- of the current 


British-Japanese negotiations on the 
dispute in Tientsin, Prime Minister 
Chamberlain declared the negotiations 
in Tokyo would be confined to the 
local issues of Tientsin. 


In Tokyo, the new Japanese-British 


agreement was described as a "sweep- 
ing diplomatic victory' for Tokyo. 


Think Irish "Inspired" 


LONDON, Eng. — (O>) — Sir Samuel 


Hoarc, homo secretary, announced in 
Ihc House of Commons Monday that 
Ihe government had "reliable informa- 
tion" that terrorists of the Irish Re- 
publican Army were being "actively 
stimulated by foreign organizations." 


He 'm'adc this statement in moving a 


second reading on emergency legisla- 
tion to help crush activities which re- 
sulted in scores of bombings during 
various parts of England. 


British Statement Due 


LONDON. — (/!>) — Prime Minister 


Chamberlain was to make a statement 
Monday about discussion of a disarm- 
ament loan to Gci'irmy, R. S. Hudson, 
secretary of overseas trade, said Sun- 
day night after acknowledging that he 
had talked of such a loan with Dr. 
Helmuth Wohlthat, German economics 
expert. 


Hudson .said he had discussed in "a 


purely 
private 
conversation" 
with 


Wohlthat the possibilities of a big loan 
to aid German economics in return for 
disarmament arrangements. He added 
that he had ''reported all that took 
place in my talks with Wohlthat to 
the prime minister." 


The Daily Mail said Hudson's posi- 


tion in the government had been com- 
promised" as a result of "denials and 
counter-denials" after his meeting with 
the German economics emissary. 


Saturday a Foreign Office spokes- 


man said "all talk of a large loan to 
Germany in return for partil dis- 
rmamenl" was "absolutely unofficial

Robbery Suspects 
Are Arrested Here 


Much of Loot Taken * 


Sutton and Texarkana 


Is Recovered 


TEXARKANA.—Working on infor- 


mation furnished by the two men who 
have admitted the ?1000 robbery of the 
Roy Kill! home here on July 17 nnci the 
S300 burglary of a preachers home near 
Sutton, Ark., July 1G, officers have 
recovered most of the loot and started 
investigating the probability that the 
robbers had been furnished assistance 
in (he criin'c. 


The stolen articles were recovered 


after the two men—William Douglas 
Bowman, 23, o£ Shangaloo, La., and 
Bramim Thomas alias Thomas Fuller, 
25—gave written statements in which 
they admitted the robberies and told 
where they had disposed of the loot. 
They were arrested by n Hope, Ark., 
policeman Saturday. 


Much of the loot was 
found in 


Shrcvoport, while other articles were 
found in Shangaloo and Magnolia. Ark. 
A radio stolen from the Kull home had 
been sold to n bellhop in a Shrcveport 
hotel and a portable typewriter had 
been purchased by :i furniture store 
in the Louisiana city. 


O'ne man was being held in Shreve- 


port for questioning concerning the 
loot recovered there. 


Several pieces of clothing had been 


sold in Shrevcport, while a quantity 
of apparel wa.s found stored 
in a 


Shrcveport house. At the time of the 
arrests in Hope, ihe men had in their 
possession a black zipper bag filled 
with clothing taken 
frtfnV the Kull 


home. 


A pistol was found by the officers 
at a Magnolia. Ark., beer tavern. A 
radio stolen from the home of (he 
Rev. John While was sold lo a negro 
at Bcnton. La. 


Chief Deputy Sheriff John Ponder 


of Bowie county, who worked with 
Hopo and Nevada county officers on 
Ihe case Saturday night and Sunday, 
expressed doubt that robbers could 
have selected an unoccupied homo, as 
they did here, without .some assistance. 


An investigation of the probability 


that, another person "cased" the Kull 
home so that it would be entered when 
it was unoccupied will be pressed, he 
saiil. 


Ponder said charges in connection 


with the local robbery probably would 
be filed here Monday. Trial of the 
men will await disposition of the Ne- 
vada county case, however, he said. 


He quoted Sheriff Brud Bright of 


Nevada county as saying the pair 
would he brought, to trial about Aug- 
ust 11 at Prescolt. Their trial in Bowie 
county wilt await disposition of the 
Arkansas case.

tread. The campaign has. apparently home fruit. For the council is now 
pble to report that at least five states have removed from their statute- books 
such discriminations and barriers, and that T score of states have each re- 
fused'to enact from one to six such rropo=r,l.-. 


Outstanding was repeal by Indiana of port-of-entry provisions of its 


liquor law. Missouri got rid of such an act. C'Klnhi.ina i-eneaied its 1-.I37 iiuri- 
cf-entry act when it found that Texas, considering 'he Oklahoma act un- 
friendly, was about to enact one in retaliation. Of course that i.-- tlie way it 
•\\orfcs. TJiere is no end to these dscrimination-;. once started. Both states are 
wise—and free—in putting aside the barriers.

Florida kicked nut a high inspection fen 
on imported eggs.

Ore- 
gon, and New Jersey turned down propo*-",! <li.-'Criminntions a;: linst wines 
and beers from outside tho state. 


. California actually refused to retaliate against several states which still 


discriminate against California wines. Ohio turned clown a bill which would 
have forbidden public institutions to btiv any coal mined nuNide the <V\te. 


. So it went, through a score of states ;,nd Ie2i:-!a(iv.' .envious. The good 


work of the Council of State Government-; in calling nUoniiun to this peril. 
and in enlisting the co-operation of state £!ovomnr..:nts in !he move to end it. 
cannot be exaggerated. 


But the greatest tribute should go to those hundreds of state legislators who 


place the national welfare ahead of the littii- pressur'.1 group;: within their states 
which demand the barriers.

Vitamin C is commonly called the 


anti-scorbutic vitamin, 
ft has several 


technical names, 
including ascorbic 


acid1 and cevitamic acid. 


Formerly it was known only that 


vitamin C was especially frequent in 
orange juice, tomato juice, papriga. and 
in leafy green vegetables. Now the 
chemical nature of this food substance 
has been diseoveied. 
It is a mixture 


of carbon, hydrogen and oxygen and 
is also called cevitamic acid. 


As with other vitamins a complete 


deficiency of vitamin C is known to 
rei'.ult in a specific disease—namely 
:icurvy--so that this vitamin is defi-1 
uitely recommended for this disease. 
Hou'over. there seems to be conditions 
of the human body which represent a 
deficiency of this vitamin somewhat 
less than scurvy. This might be call- 
cil luU'iit or preclinical scurvy. 


Scientifically its presence may be 


determined by changes in the bones 
and by failure' of I ho body to excrete 
the usual amount of ascorbic acid in 
tho urine. It is also known that there 
may be difficulties with the teeth, in- 
fections of the gu'm's. anemia, untler- 
nutrition. loss of appetite and even les- 
sened resistance to infection as the pre- 
clinical stage of scurvy. 


This does not mean, however, that 


vitamin C is a cure for such conditions 
in .general or will even relieve them. 
It merely means that the doctor, when 
be sees the symptoms, considers also 
the possibility that a deficiency of vita- 
min C may bo associated. 


Of equal importance, however, is the 


prevention of such conditions in babies 
whose diets are known ot be deficient i 
in this substance. Ascorbic acid is j 
generally accepted as an essential die- 
tary constituent in tlie feeding of ba- 
bies. It has now become the general 
custom to make certain that the baby 
and the growing child get enough or- 
ange juice or enough to'm'ato juice and 
other material containing vitamin C 
to make certain that they will not 
Fuffor with a deficiency. 


Many of those who promote vitamin 


preparations for commercial gain have 
urged the use of vitamin C for failure 
to gain in weight or stoppage of 
growth, for anemia, for al! sorts of 
hemorrhagic conditions including even 
hemophalia and purpura. There is no 
reason why anyone with any of these 
diseases should believe that in his case 
the condition is caused by a lack of 
vitamin C in the diet. Tho physician 
who is responsible for diagnosing such 
cases will, however, determine wheth- 
er or not there is a demonstrable de- 
ficiency of ascorbic acid and will then 
letermine whether or not it is to be 
prescribed. 


Vita'min C is one of the most delicate 


of the vitamins and is most easily de- 
stroyed. Therefore 
care 
should 
be 


taken in giving vitamin C in orange 
juice, tomato juice or any similar pre- 
parations in mixtures because of the 
possibility that changes will occur 


which will render the vitamin in- 
effective.
